Television Sets, Business 
Income to Bear Burden in

Bricker (R-Ohio), appeared to mir- 
ror the feeling of most of .the law- 
makers who heard the chairman 
of the senate-house atomic com- 
mittee offer his plan yesterday. 


McMahon buttressed his sugges- 


tion with the warning that "arm- 
aments races lead to war —under 
today's conditions, hydrogen war!" 


While he was among the con- 


gress members who s t r o n g l y 
backed President Truman's order 
to proceed with development of the 
powerful H-bomb, McMahon cau- 
tioned against believing the wea- 
pon would provide real security for 
this nation.

More than 46,000 persons were 


homeless and other t h o u a n ds 
faced possible evacuation from ris- 
ing flood waters in seven central 
and southern states Friday. 


But the flood-causing rains have 


ended and skies were clear. Some 
swollen rivers reached crests at 
upstream points. Barring 
further 


rain, flood dangers seemed likely 
to decline over the weekend in sev- 
eral critical zones. 


The homeless included 22,000 in 


Arkansas, 12,000 in southeast Mis- 
souri, and 12,000 in Kentucky. 


Surging streams', including the 


Ohio river, blocked many 
high- 


ways and forced some schools to 
close. 


West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, 


and Tennessee also had flooded 
areas. 
Three p e r s o n s 
have 


drowned in West Virginia. 


The Ohio river, past the 52-foot 


flood stage in Cincinnati, headed 
for a predicted crest of 60.5 feet 
about midnight Saturday.

But cold- 
er weather moved in, adding to the 
discomfort of the homeless. 


The weather 
bureau 
reported 


generally clear weather over most 
of the country. Temperatures were 
near normal levels in most areas. 


The St. Francis river was on a 


rampage in Eastern 
Arkansas, 


which was hardest 
hit by the 


floods in the state. Rising streams 
also were reported in the northern 
and southern sections of the state. 
National g u a r d s men aided in 
evacuating residents of St. Fran- 
cis lowlands. 


The Cumberland river in south- 


eastern Kentucky was expected to 
hit the Williamsburg area with the 
worst flood on record. The river's 
crest was moving downstream past 
hard-hit Barbourville and toward 
Williamsburg. The Kentucky river, 
in the northern part of the state, 
crested yesterday, 
routing some 


250 families 
from their 
homes. 


Others were evacuated after flood- 
waters gushed over areas in north- 
eastern Kentucky. 


The swollen Cumberland

America's decision to go ahead 


with development of the dread hy- 
drogen bomb has most of the civil- 
ized world scared stiff. 


That's not because the average 


foreign nation thinks Uncle 
Sam 


contemplates aggression (although 
communism charged that he does) 
but because even the existenceof 
such a fearsome weapon is a mat- 
ter of anxiety. 


In Ae hands of an aggressor 
it 


could challenge the security of all 
mankind. 


This isn't to say that the super 


bomb can 
'destroy 
civilization." 


That is an overworked and far- 
fetched e x p r e s s ion. However, 
science tells us that it is possible 
to construct bombs with which a 
nation might be rendered totally 
incapable either of defense or ag- 
gression. 


President Truman's order to con- 


struct the hydrogen bomb has been 
followed 
by 
a renewal of pleas 


from many quarters of Europe for 
international co n t r o 1 of atomic 
energy.

summon the same margin in the 
house, then get the approval of 
three-fourths of the state legisla- 
tures before it becomes the law of 
the land. 


The amendment, 
sponsored in 


the senate by Senator Lodge

Mass), would give each president- 
ial candidate electoral votes 
in 


proportion to the number of popu- 
lar votes he gets in a state. Thus 
if a candidate got two-thirds of a 
state's popular vote, he would get 
two-thirds of .its electoral vote as 
well. 


At present, the candidate getting 


the most popular votes generally 
gets all the electoral votes in a 
state.
